Columbian Women—65 Years of Devoted Service 


W In 1894, five years after the first 
eleven women students enrolled in what 
was then Columbian University, an or- 
ganization which was unique in its 
day was formed. Known as “The Co- 
lumbian Women,” membership in this 
organization was open to women stu- 
dents, alumnae, and wives of the facul- 
ty, trustees, and officers of the Uni- 
versity. 

The major aims of the organization 
are the advancement of women at the 
University and the promotion of the 
interest of their alma mater. For the 
past 65 years, the achievements of this 
organization have reflected the constant 
devotion of its membership to those 
aims. 

The major portion of Columbian 
Women’s activities is the support of its 
Scholarship Fund for women students 
at the University. The first Scholarship 
Fund was established in 1897, and since 


then, hundreds of young women have 
been helped through this Fund. In 
recent years, an average of ten young 
women per semester have been enrolled 
at the University as Columbian Women 
Scholars. Two-thirds of the organiza- 
tions’ annual dues—$3.00 per member 
—is allocated to the Scholarship Fund, 
which is also supported through dona- 
tions, bequests, and profits from oc- 
casional benefits. 

Columbian Women has also been 
generous in gifts to the University itself. 
In 1898, the organization pledged $3,000 
to Columbian University Hospital, and 
it furnished rooms in the Hospital in 
1904 and again in 1949. Generous sup- 
port has also been given to the Women’s 
Recreation Association and to the Uni- 
versity Library. 

On a number of occasions, Colum- 
bian Women has helped in furnishing

The high- 
est volcano in Alaska’s Katmai National 
Monument, formerly known as “Knife 
Peak,” has been renamed Mt. Griggs in 
honor of Ropert F. Grices, Professor 
Emeritus of Botany, whose explorations of 
the area prompted President Woodrow 
Wilson to designate the area a national 
preserve. . . . Dr. Aprtan Hocpen, Pro- 
fessor of Physiology, attended the twenty- 
first International Congress of Physiology 
in Buenos Aires, Argentina, in August. He 
also lectured this summer at the University 
of Rio de Janeiro. . .. Ropert M. LEONARD, 
Associate Professor of Pharmacology and 
Pharmacognosy and Assistant Dean of the 
School of Pharmacy, has recently com- 
pleted a study of some 2,000 labels of 
pharmaceutical preparations.

TurTHILt, Associate Professor of Psychology, 
is this year a Fulbright lecturer at Taiwan 
University on experimental and social psy- 
chology. . . . THEODORE P. Perros, Asso- 
ciate Professor of Chemistry, spent the 
past six months on a National Science 
Foundation Fellowship at the Munich 
Technische Hochschule in Munich, Ger- 
many, studying with Professor Walter 
Hieber, famous specialist in metal car- 
bonyls. He also attended the International 
Congress for Pure and Applied Chemistry 
there.

University buildings—the old Women’s 
Building at 1534 Eye Street, N. W., 
Lambie House (now the Faculty Club), 
Columbian House (now Woodhull 
House), and, most recently, the Alumni 
Center in Bacon Hall. When the Uni- 
versity moved to its present location, 
Columbian Women donated part of the 
funds for the purchase of real estate, 
and pledged $10,000 for the University 
building program. 

The current President of Colum- 
bian Women is Mrs. Charles W. Ihle, 
who recently retired as Employee Re- 
lations Officer at the Department of 
Interior.

Six Will be Named to 
Lettermen Hall of Fame 


™ Six former University athletes will 
be honored as the first members of the 
“Hall of Fame” at the Alumni Letter- 
men’s Hall of Fame Dinner on Thurs- 
day, November 12, at 7:30 p.m. at 
Columbia Country Club. 

To qualify for membership in the 
Hall of Fame, which was initiated this 
year by the Alumni Lettermen’s Club, 
the subject must have earned at least 
one letter at the University in any in- 
tercollegiate sport. The honor is not 
based on the quality of performance as 
an undergraduate athlete, however, but 
upon achievement earned in his chosen 
field after leaving school. 

The six to be honored this year 
are: 

Arnold “Red” Auerbach, who let- 
tered in basketball, for “achievement 
in the field of professional basketball.” 

Robert “Bob” Considine, who let- 
tered in tennis, for “achievement in 
the field of journalism.” 

Calvin Griffith, who lettered in 
baseball, for “achievement in the field 
of professional baseball.” 

Alphonse “Tuffy” Leemans, who 
lettered in football, for “achievement 
in the field of professional football.” 

Vice Admiral Alfred C. Richmond, 
United States Coast Guard, who let- 
tered in football, for “achievement in 
the field of military service.” 

Hillory A. Tolson, who lettered in 
track, for “achievement in the field of 
government administration.” 

Mr. Auerbach, who was the coach 
of the Washington Capitols basketball 
team for three years in the late forties, 
has been coach of the Boston Celtics, 


current world professional champions, 
since 1950. 

Mr. Considine, internationally 
known columnist for years with Inter- 
national News Service, is now a fea- 
ture writer for King Features Syndi- 
cate. His byline appears regularly in 
all Hearst newspapers. 

Mr. Griffith, President of the Wash- 
ington Senators baseball club, has held 
practically every position on the club. 

Mr. Leemans, now in the insur- 
ance business in Washington, was a 
star professional football back with the 
New York Giants from 1936 to 1942. He 
was chosen for the all-pro team three 
times during his career. 

Admiral Richmond, who was senior 
man in his class at the United States 
Coast Guard Academy in 1924, is now 
serving his second four-year term as 
Commandant of the Coast Guard. 

Mr. Tolson, who founded the first 
Lettermen’s Club at the University in 
1922, has been Assistant Director of the 
National Park Service since 1943. 

Although six were chosen for the 
Hall of Fame this year, choices will 
be limited to three per year in subse- 
quent years. Each Hall of Fame mem- 
ber will receive an individual plaque, 
and will have his name displayed on 
a large plaque at the University. The 
awards will be presented by outstand- 
ing civic and professional leaders who 
have been long acquainted with the 
recipients. 

O. S. Colclough, Acting President 
of the University, will speak at the 
Dinner. A reception will precede the 
dinner at 6:30 p.m.

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Registrar Reports | 
Increased Enrollment 


E The University Registrar, Frederick 
R. Houser, reported that as of October 
1, enrollment at the University totaled 
9,835, as compared to 9,471 last year 
at the same time. This report, while 
not final, represents an increase this 
year of 3.9 per cent. 

The University’s undergraduate en- 
rollment of students registered for 
degrees continues to show a higher 
enrollment of full-time than of part- 
time students, 58 per cent full-time and 
42 per cent part-time. The figures in the 
report are 2,077 full-time and 1,491 
part-time. 

In the Junior College, freshmen 
registration totals 68 per cent full-time 
and 32 per cent part-time. This repre- 
sents an increase of 12 per cent in the 
full-time enrollment, which totals 1,228 
this year compared to 1,083 last year. 

The overall figure of 6,563 part- 
time students represents a great many 
part-time students registered for grad- 
uate studies or for special programs 
planned and offered specifically for the 
part-time student. It includes also stu- 
dents registered in the University Di- 
vision for regular campus courses who 
do not at the present plan to pursue 
degrees. The figure does not include 
students registered for courses off 
campus which are offered through the 
University’s College of General Studies. 
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
